An  Act  respecting  The  Lake  Erie  and  Detroit  River  Railway 
Company  and  Pere  Marquette  Railway  Company. 

[Assented  to  18th  December ,  1945.] 

WHEREAS  Pere  Marquette  Railway  Company,  a  com-  Preamble, 
pany  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Michigan,  one  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  having 
its  principal  office  at  the  city  of  Detroit,  in  the  state  of 
Michigan,  one  of  the  United  States  of  America,  has  entered 
into  an  agreement  to  lease  the  railway  and  all  undertakings 
of  The  Lake  Erie  and  Detroit  River  Railway  Company, 
a  company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  and  having  its  principal  office  at  the  city  of 
Windsor,  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  in  the  terms  and 
subject  to  the  conditions  of  the  agreement  set  forth  in 
Schedule  '^4"  to  this  Act; 

And  whereas  the  agreem^ent  became  effective  on  approval 
thereof  by  the  Governor  in  Council  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Railway  Act  on  the  sixth  day  of  October,  R.s.;  c.  170 
1944,  for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years  from  and  after  such 
date; 

And  whereas  the  agreement  provides  that  if  by  legisla- 
tion subsequent  to  the  first  day  of  September,  1944,  such 
an  agreement  shall  be  permitted  for  a  longer  period  than 
twenty-one  years,  in  such  event  the  agreement,  without 
further  action  by  the  parties,  shall  continue  in  force  for 
an  additional  term  of  twenty-nine  years  from  and  after  the 
termination  of  the  aforesaid  term  of  twenty-one  years; 

And  whereas  a  petition  has  been  presented  praying 
that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth  and  it  is  expedient 
to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition: 

Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada 
enacts  as  follows:

1.  The  agreement  in  Schedule  ^'A'^  hereof  is  hereby  rati- 
fied and  confirmed  and  declared  to  be  valid  and  binding 
upon  the  parties  for  a  term  of  fifty  years  commencing  the 
sixth  day  of  October,  1944;  and  each  of  the  parties  to  the 
said  agreement  during  the  said  term  of  fifty  years  may  do 
whatever  is  necessary  to  carry  out  and  give  full  effect  to  it 
to  the  full  extent  contemplated  by  the  several  provisions 
thereof.

2.  The  Lake  Erie  and  Detroit  River  Railway  Company, 
and  any  corporate  successor  thereof,  may  sell,  assign  or 
transfer  to  Pere  Marquette  Railway  Company,  and  any 
corporate  successor  thereof,  the  railway  and  undertakings 
of  The  Lake  Erie  and  Detroit  River  Railway  Company  by 
sale,  amalgamation,  liquidation  or  otherwise,  under  such 
conditions  and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  companies,  or  their  respective  corporate  successors, 
and  the  Pere  Marquette  Railway  Company,  and  any  cor- 
porate successor  thereof,  may  at  any  time  acquire  ownership 
of  the  railway  and  undertakings  of  The  Lake  Erie  and 
Detroit  River  Railway  Company,  and  any  corporate 
successor  thereof,  by  purchase,  amalgamation,  liquidation, 
or  otherwise,  under  such  conditions  and  upon  such  terms 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  companies  or  their  respective 
corporate  successors. 

3.  Pere  Marquette  Railway  Company,  and  any  corporate 
successor  thereof,  whether  within  the  legislative  authority 
of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  or  not,  in  respect  of  the  opera- 
tion, construction,  improvement,  maintenance  and  control 
of  the  railway  and  undertakings  of  The  Lake  Erie  and  De- 
troit River  Railway  Company,  and  generally  in  respect 
of  anything  which  it  may  desire  to  do  as  lessee  or  owner 
of  such  railway  and  undertakings,  shall  have  all  the  powers 
and  rights,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  obligations  and  be  entitled 
to  all  the  immunities  provided  in  any  of  the  Acts  respecting 
The  Lake  Erie  and  Detroit  River  Railway  Company  and  in 
the  Railway  Act  respecting  a  railway  which  is  subject  to 
the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada. 
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SCHEDULE  "A'^ 

This  Indenture  made  this  1st  day  of  September,  1944,  by  and  be- 
tween The  Lake  Erie  and  Detroit  River  Railway  Company, 
a  corporation  created  by  charter  granted  by  the  Government  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  hereinafter  designated  ^'Lake  Erie  Company", 
and  Pere  Marquette  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  United  States  of  America, 
hereinafter  designated  'Tere  Marquette". 

Whereas,  by  agreement  dated  June  1,  1923,  Lake  Erie  Company 
granted  to  Pere  Marquette  exclusive  running  rights  over  its  tracks  and 
lines  of  railway  and  the  exclusive  use  of  all  of  its  properties  and  facilities 
for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years  from  and  after  the  approval  thereof 
by  the  Governor  in  Council,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Railway  Act  of  Canada,  and  for  a  period  of  fifty  years  from  the  date 
of  such  approval  if  made  permissible  by  subsequent  legislation,  and 

Whereas,  no  subsequent  legislation  has  been  enacted  in  Canada 
permitting  or  authorizing  such  grant  to  remain  in  effect  for  a  period 
exceeding  twenty-one  years  from  its  sanction  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  and  the  term  of  said  agreement  will,  therefore,  expire  on  the 
24th  day  of  October,  1944,  and 

W^HEREAS,  the  parties  hereto  desire  to  continue  the  arrangement 
by  which  Pere  Marquette  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  operate 
over  the  tracks  and  lines  of  railway  of  Lake  Erie  Company  and  the 
exclusive  use  of  all  of  the  properties  and  facilities  of  Lake  Erie  Com- 
pany for  another  term  of  twenty-one  years,  and  thereafter  for  a  term 
of  twenty-nine  years  if  by  reason  of  legislation  such  extension  shall  be 
permissible. 

Now,  Therefore,  this  Agreement  Witnesseth: 

1.  For  and  in  consideration  of  the  agreements  of  Pere  Marquette,  in 
this  agreement  stated.  Lake  Erie  Company  hereby: 

(a)  Grants  to  Pere  Marquette  the  exclusive  right  to  operate  trains, 
engines,  and  cars  over  all  of  the  tracks  and  lines  of  railway  of  Lake 
Erie  Company,  to  wit:  from  Walkerville  to  St.  Thomas  and  from 
Sarnia  to  Erieau,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  Canada,  and  over 
any  and  all  tracks  and  lines  of  railway  which  it  may  hereafter 
acquire  or  control,  and  the  exclusive  right  to  conduct  the  business 
of  a  common  carrier  of  freight  and  passengers  upon  and  over  such 
tracks  and  lines  of  railway. 

(b)  Grants  to  Pere  Marquette  the  exclusive  right  to  use  all  of  the 
right  of  way,  real  estate,  telegraph  system,  depots,  stations,  plat- 
forms, yards,  watering  places,  coaling  places,  docks,  wharves, 
engines,  cars,  ferries,  buildings,  structures,  equipment,  facilities, 
and  all  other  property  now  owned  or  controlled  by  Lake  Erie 
Company,  or  which  it  may  hereafter  own  or  control. 
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(c)  Grants  to  Pere  Marquette  the  exclusive  benefit  of  any  and  all 
contracts,  deeds,  and  other  forms  of  agreement  entered  into  or 
received  by  Lake  Erie  Company,  or  any  predecessor  thereof, 
having  reference  in  any  way  to  the  conduct  of  railway  business 
over  the  tracks  and  lines  of  railway  covered  by  this  agreement, 
and  Lake  Erie  Company  hereby  assigns  and  transfers  to  Pere 
Marquette  for  the  term  of  this  agreement  all  of  its  rights  under 
such  contracts,  deeds,  and  other  forms  of  agreement. 

(d)  Grants  the  right  to  assign  and  sublet  any  right  or  use  granted  to 
Pere  Marquette  under  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  provided, 
however,  that  no  right  or  use  shall  be  given  which  shall  extend 
beyond  the  term  of  this  agreement. 

(e)  Agrees  that  it  will,  at  the  termination  of  this  lease,  reimburse 
Pere  Marquette  for  the  amount  of  all  expenditures  which  shall 
be  made  by  Pere  Marquette  under  paragraph  2  f c  j  for  additions, 
betterments,  extensions,  and  improvements  upon  or  to  the 
property  of  the  Lake  Erie  Company  less  (1)  credits  for  retire- 
ments in  connection  therewith,  and  (2)  credits  for  retirements 
in  connection  with  any  other  property  consumed,  abandoned,  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  by  Pere  Marquette  and  not  replaced.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  agreement,  the  term  '^credits  for  retirements'^ 
shall  mean  cost  less  salvage  and  accrued  depreciation, 

2.  For  and  in  consideration  of  the  covenants  of  Lake  Erie  Company 
in  this  agreement  stated,  Pere  Marquette  agrees: 

(a)  io  assume,  bear,  and  pay  all  costs  and  expenses  of  maintaining, 
repairing,  and  operating  the  property,  including,  among  other 
costs  and  expenses,  depreciation;  and  to  bear  and  pay  the 
entire  cost  of  replacing  such  of  the  property  covered  by  this  grant 
as  shall  be  worn  out,  lost,  or  destroyed  during  the  term  hereof, 
less,  however,  any  depreciation  in  respect  of  said  property  paid  as 
aforesaid. 

(h )  To  pay  and  discharge  as  they  shall  fall  due,  and  within  the  time 
or  times  required  by  law,  all  taxes  and  assessments  of  every  kind 
and  character  now  or  hereafter  lawfully  levied  or  imposed  by  any 
public  authority  which  shall  be  a  charge  against  Lake  Erie  Com- 
pany or  upon  its  property  or  any  part  thereof;  and  to  pay  and 
discharge  as  they  mature  from  time  to  time  all  fixed  charges  and 
operating  expenses  of  Lake  Erie  Company. 

(c)  To  pay  for  all  additions,  betterments,  extensions,  and  improve- 
ments which  it  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  to  the  property 
of  the  lessor. 

(d)  To  execute  and  perform  each  and  all  of  the  covenants  and 
agreements  of  Lake  Erie  Company  contained  in  each  and  all 
of  the  contracts,  deeds,  or  other  forms  of  agreement  mentioned  in 
I  (c)  of  this  agreement  and  save  Lake  Erie  Company  harmless 
from  all  penalties,  damages,  costs,  and  expenses  based  on  any 
failure  of  Lake  Erie  Company  to  perform  any  of  such  covenants 
or  agreements. 
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(e)To  comply,  in  all  of  its  operations  upon  and  over  the  tracks  and 
lines  of  railway  of  Lake  Erie  Company  and  in  all  of  its  use  of  the 
property  covered  by  this  agreement,  with  all  laws  and  ordinances, 
now  or  hereafter  enacted,  appUcable  to  the  conduct  of  railroad 
business;  and  with  all  laws  and  ordinances  applicable  to  the 
property  the  use  of  which  is  granted  to  Pere  Marquette  by  this 
agreement,  and  save  Lake  Erie  Company  harmless  of  and  from 
all  penalties,  damages,  costs,  and  expenses  growing  out  of  any 
claim  or  demand  based  upon  the  failure  of  Lake  Erie  Company  or 
Pere  Marquette  in  respect  of  any  such  law  or  ordinance. 

(7 )  That  if  it  shall  default  in  carrying  out  any  of  its  covenants  or 
undertakings  in  this  agreement  contained,  and  if  such  default 
shall  continue  for  a  period  of  ninety  days  after  the  receipt  by  it  of 
written  notice  thereof  from  Lake  Erie  Company,  this  agreement 
shall,  at  the  option  of  Lake  Erie  Company,  terminate,  and  Pere 
Marquette  shall  thereupon  deliver  to  Lake  Erie  Company  the 
possession  of  all  of  the  property  covered  hereby. 

(g)  That  if  it  shall  fail  to  maintain  and  keep  in  repair  the  property 
of  Lake  Erie  Company  covered  by  this  agreement,  or  shall  fail 
to  replace  such  portions  thereof  as  are  worn  out,  lost,  or  destroyed, 
as  in  this  agreement  provided  for.  Lake  Erie  Company  shall 
have  the  right  to  put  any  of  such  property  in  good  repair  and  shall 
have  the  right  to  replace  the  same  whenever  replacement  is  re- 
quired, and  to  demand  payment  of  the  cost  thereof  from  Pere 
Marquette,  and  any  failure  to  pay  such  cost  shall  constitute  a 
default. 

3.  The  parties  hereto  mutually  agree: 

(a)  That  this  agreement  shall  become  effective  on  approval  thereof 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
The  Railway  Act  of  Canada  and  shall  continue  in  effect  for  a  period 
of  twenty-one  years  from  and  after  the  date  of  such  approval; 
provided,  that  if  by  legislation  subsequent  to  the  date  of  this 
contract  an  agreement  of  this  character  shall  be  permitted  for  a 
longer  period  than  twenty-one  years,  this  agreement,  without 
further  action  by  the  parties,  shall  continue  in  force  for  another 
term  of  twenty-nine  years  from  and  after  the  termination  of  the 
aforesaid  term  of  twenty-one  years. 

(h)  That  this  agreement  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding 
upon  the  successors  of  the  respective  parties  hereto  and  upon  the 
purchasers  of  all  of  the  property  and  assets  of  either  party  hereto. 

(c)  To  unite  in  applying  to  the  Board  of  Transport  Conamissioners 
and  Governor  in  Council  for  Canada  for  the  approval  of  this 
agreement,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and  things  which  shall  be 
required  for  the  purpose  of  giving  this  agreement  effect. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  parties  hereto  have  on  the  1st  day  of 
September,  1944,  caused  this  agreement  to  be  executed  in  triplicate  by 
their  respective  officers,  and  their  respective  corporate  seals  to  be 
affixed  hereto,  under  the  authority  of  the  Boards  of  Directors  of  the 
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respective  parties  hereto,  expressed  by  resolutions  duly  adopted  by 
such  Boards  of  Directors.

An  Act  respecting  The  Quebec  Railway,  Light  and  Power 

Company. 

Assented  to  18th  December,  1945.] 

WHEREAS  The  Quebec  Railway,  Light  and  Power  Preamble 
Company  has  by  its  petition  represented  that  by 
section  eighteen  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  statutes  of  1895, 
it  was  authorized  to  enter  into  any  agreement  with  the 
companies  therein  named  or  with  any  electric  railway 
company  in  the  district  of  Quebec  for  conveying  or  leasing 
the  railway  of  the  company  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  any 
rights  and  powers  acquired  under  the  Act,  the  whole  as 
therein  recited;  and 

Whereas  by  chapter  fifty-six  of  the  statutes  of  1939, 
it  was  enacted  and  declared  that  the  Company  had  power

Whereas  the  Company  desires  to  obtain  similar  powers 
of  conveyance  or  lease  with  respect  to  any  company  au- 
thorized to  operate  autobusses;  and 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said 
petition : — 

Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada, 
enacts  as  follows: —

''18.  (1)  The  Company  may  enter  into  any  agreement  substituted, 
with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  the  Lake 
St.  John  Railway  Company,  the  North  Shore  Railway 
Company,  the  Quebec  Street  Railway  Company  or  the 
St.  John  Street  Railway  Company  or  with  any  electric

WHEREAS  the  Vancouver,  Victoria  and  Eastern  Railway  Preamble,

WITNESSETH : 

The  Northern  Company  is  the  owner  of  all  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Vancouver  Company.  By  resolutions  adopted  by  the  stockholders  of 
the  Vancouver  Company  on  December  15,  1944,  and  of  the  directors 
of  said  Company  on  December  15,  1944,  it  was  resolved  to  distribute 
and  transfer  to  the  Northern  Company  all  the  property  of  the  Vancouver 
Company  in  complete  liquidation  of  the  Vancouver  Company,  and  in 
complete  cancellation  and  redemption  of  all  of  its  outstanding  capital 
stock.  By  an  Act  of  the  ParUament  of  Canada  approved  June  1,  1944, 
the  Northern  Company  was  authorized  to  acquire  ownership  of  the 
railway  and  undertakings  of  the  Vancouver  Company  by  purchase, 
hquidation  or  otherwise,  under  such  conditions  and  upon  such  terms 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  companies.

Vancouver  Company,  effective  as  of  11:59  P.M.,  December  31,  1944 
acting  by  virtue  and  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  granted  by  said  Act  of

(1)  Its  main  line  of  railway  extending  from  the  international 
boundary  near  White  Rock,  British  Columbia,  to  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  British  Columbia; 

(2)  Its  main  line  of  railway  extending  from  Otter  Summit, 
British  Columbia,  to  Princeton,  British  Columbia;  and 

(3)  Its  main  line  of  railway  extending  from  Hedley,  British 
Columbia,  to  the  international  boundary  Une  north  of  Chopaka, 
Washington;  and 
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(4)  Its  main  line  of  railway  extending  from  the  international 
boundary  north  of  Laurier,  Washington,  to  the  international 
boundary  north  of  Danville,  Washington; 
together  with  all  other  branches,  extensions  and  sidings,  all  Hnes  of 
telegraph  or  telephone  now  existing  along  the  said  lines  of  railway 
or  branches  or  extensions  thereof,  and  also  all  rights  of  way,  lands, 
machinery,  fixtures,  stations,  shops,  buildings,  structures,  improve- 
ments, appurtenances,  tenements  and  hereditaments  of  whatever 
kind  or  description,  (operating  and  non-operating)  and  wherever 
situate,  now  held  or  owned  by  the  Vancouver  Company,  and 
including  in  this  conveyance  all  other  real  property,  whether  held 
for  carrier  or  non-carrier  use: 

(b )  All  personal  property  of  the  Vancouver  Company,  of  which  the

lines  of  railway,  the  equipment  and  the  appurtenances,  and  other 
real  and  personal  property  above  described,  and  all  other  assets 
of  the  Vancouver  Company  of  whatsoever  nature  and  where- 
soever situated. 

To  HAVE  AND  TO  HOLD  the  aforcsaid  real,  personal  and  mixed  property, 
with  all  and  singular  the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging  or  apper- 
taining, unto  and  to  the  use  of  the  Northern  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  forever,  together  with  all  rights,  advantages, 
privileges,  claims  and  demands  of  the  Vancouver  Company  under  all 
deeds,  contracts,  agreements,  bylaws,  franchises,  or  other  rights,  so 
far  as  the  same  may  be  lawfully  assignable,  but  subject  to  all  rights 
and  privileges  heretofore  granted  by  the  Vancouver  Company  to 
others  for  the  use  of  its  line  of  railroad  track,  yards,  terminals  and  other 
facilities  under  agreements  for  exclusive  or  joint  use  thereof,  including, 
but  without  limitation,  the  right  granted  to  The  Kettle  Valley  Railway 
Company  under  contract  dated  July  10,  1914,  together  with  all  supple- 
ments and  amendments  thereto,  to  operate  over  the  Hne  of  railway  of 
the  Vancouver  Company  between  Otter  Summit  and  Princeton, 
British  Columbia,  the  right  granted  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway 
Company  under  a  contract  dated  August  11,  1913,  and  supplemental 
contract  dated  November  1,  1932,  together  with  all  other  supplements 
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and  amendments  thereto,  to  operate  over  the  line  of  railway  of  the 
Vancouver  Compan}^  between  Blaine,  Washington,  and  Vancouver, 
British  Columbia,  the  right  granted  to  the  Canadian  Northern  Pacific 
Railway  Company,  now  Canadian  National  Railways,  under  contract 
dated  November  6,  1915,  together  with  all  supplements  and  amend- 
ments thereto  to  operate  over  the  line  of  railroad  of  the  Vancouver 
Company  between  New  Westminster  and  Vancouver,  British  Columbia, 
and  rights  granted  to  the  Vancouver  Harbour  Commissioners  under 
contract  dated  September  25,  1923,  and  any  other  existing  contracts 
for  use  of  the  Burrard  Inlet  Line  of  the  Vancouver  Company  in  or 
about  Vancouver,  British  Columbia. 

And  the  Vancouver  Company  agrees  that  it  will  from  time  to  time 
make,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Northern  Company  recordable  and 
registerable  conveyances  of  said  real  property,  and  all  such  instruments 
of  conve3^ance,  transfer,  assignment  and  further  assurance  as  the 
Northern  Company  may  reasonably  request  to  carry  out  and  give  full 
effect  to  the  foregoing  distribution  and  transfer  to  the  Northern 
Company  of  all  of  the  property  of  the  Vancouver  Company. 


In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  distribution  and  transfer  to  it  of 
all  of  the  propert}^  of  the  Vancouver  Company,  the  Northern  Company 
agrees  to  assume  all  of  the  liabilities  and  obligations  of  the  Vancouver 
Company,  and  promptly  to  secure  from  the  trustees  of  any  of  the 
mortgages  of  the  Northern  Company,  under  which  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Vancouver  Company  is  pledged,  a  release  from  the  liens  of  such 
mortgages,  and  upon  obtaining  such  release,  promptly  to  surrender 
to  the  Vancouver  Company  for  cancellation  all  of  the  capital  stock  of 
said  Vancouver  Company. 


In  further  consideration  of  the  foregoing,  the  parties  hereto  agree 
that  all  presently  existing  claims  of  each  of  them  against  the  other  are 
hereby  satisfied,  discharged  and  cancelled.

extensions  and  sidings,  all  lines  of  telegraph  or  telephone  now 
existing  along  the  said  lines  of  railway  or  branches  or  extensions 
thereof,  and  also  all  rights  of  way,  lands,  machinery,  fixtures, 
stations,  shops,  buildings,  structures,  improvements,  appurtenances, 
tenements  and  hereditaments  of  whatever  kind  or  description, 
(operating  and  non-operating)  and  wherever  situate,  now  held  or 
owned  by  the  Nelson  Company,  and  including  in  this  conveyance 
all  other  real  property,  whether  held  for  carrier  or  non-carrier  use; 
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(h)  All  personal  property  of  the  Nelson  Company,  of  which  the 
principal  items  are:  All  engines  (stationary  and  locomotive),  cars, 
tenders,  trucks  and  all  other  rolling  stock,  tools,  implements, 
macliines,  materials  and  supplies,  equipment,  furniture,  cash  on 
hand  or  in  bank,  accounts  receivable,  choses  in  action,  and  other 
personal  property  of  whatsoever  nature  and  wheresoever  situated; 
(c)  All  rights  of  the  Nelson  Company  under  any  contracts  or  agree- 
ments, whether  written  or  oral,  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  and  all 
rights  and  privileges  heretofore  granted  to  the  Nelson  Company 
by  others  or  reserved  by  the  Nelson  Company;  all  contracts  hereto- 
fore entered  into  by  the  Nelson  Company  for  the  exclusive  or  joint 
use  of  lines  of  railway  tracks,  yards,  terminals  and  other  facilities, 
including,  but  without  limitation,  the  right  to  use  the  track  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  between  Troup  Junction  and 
Nelson,  British  Columbia,  as  granted  by  contract  of  June  29,  1900, 
and  the  rights  reserved  to  the  Nelson  Company  in  contract  of 
June  29,  1900,  to  use  trackage  granted  by  the  Nelson  Company  in 
said  instrument  to  the  British  Columbia  Southern  Railway 
Company,  at  or  near  Nelson,  British  Columbia ;  also  all  of  the  rights, 
powers  and  privileges,  tolls  and  revenues  which  may  now  be  law- 
fully exercised,  enjoyed  or  received  in  or  about  the  use,  operation, 
management,   maintenance,   renewal,   extension,   alteration  or 
improvement  of  the  Unes  of  railway,  the  equipment  and  the  appur- 
tenances, and  other  real  and  personal  property  above  described, 
and  all  other  assets  of  the  Nelson  Company  of  whatsoever  nature 
and  wheresoever  situated. 
To  HAVE  AND  TO  HOLD  the  aforesaid  real,  personal  and  mixed  property, 
with  all  and  singular  the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging  or  apper- 
taining, unto  and  to  the  use  of  the  Northern  Company,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  forever,  together  with  all  rights,  advantages,  privileges,  claims 
and  demands  of  the  Nelson  Company  under  all  deeds,  contracts,  agree- 
ments, by-laws,  franchises,  or  other  rights,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be 
lawfully  assignable. 

And  the  Nelson  Company  agrees  that  it  will  from  time  to  time  make, 
execute  and  deUver  to  the  Northern  Company  recordable  and  register- 
able  conveyances  of  said  real  property,  and  all  such  instruments  of 
conveyance,  transfer,  assignment  and  further  assurance  as  the  Northern 
Company  may  reasonably  request  to  carry  out  and  give  full  effect  to  the 
foregoing  distribution  and  transfer  to  the  Northern  Company  of  all  of 
the  property  of  the  Nelson  Company.

The  Kettle  Valley  Railway  Company,  a  Corporation 
organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  (hereinafter  called  the  "Valley  Company"), 

OF  THE  FOURTH  PART 

Whereas  by  an  Agreement  (which,  together  with  all  amendments 
thereof  and  supplements  thereto,  is  hereinafter  called  the  "1914 
Agreement")  made  and  entered  into  the  Tenth  day  of  July,  1914,  by 
and  between  the  Vancouver  Company,  of  the  First  Part,  and  the  Valley 
Compan}^,  of  the  Second  Part,  the  Vancouver  Company  agreed  to 
construct  a  Une  of  railway  (hereinafter  called  the  "said  Railway") 
from  Princeton  to  Otter  Summit  (now  known  as  Brookmere)  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  granted  to  the  Valley  Company 
for  the  period  of  nine  hundred  and  ninety-nine  years  (999)  from  the 
said  Tenth  day  of  July,  1914,  the  full,  joint  and  equal  possession  and 
use  of  the  said  Railway  in  common  with  the  Vancouver  Company 
and  such  other  company  or  companies  as  the  Vancouver  Company 
might  at  any  time  permit  to  use  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  subject 
to  the  conditions,  limitations  and  restrictions  set  forth  in  the  1914 
Agreement. 

And  whereas  by  an  Instrument  in  writing,  dated  the  Twelfth 
day  of  May,  1915  (hereinafter  called  the  "Canadian  Company  guaran- 
tee"), appended  to  the  1914  Agreement,  the  Canadian  Company 
guaranteed  to  the  Vancouver  Company  the  performance  by  the  Valley 
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Company  of  the  1914  Agreement  and  of  each  and  every  of  the  conditions, 
covenants  and  agreements  therein  contained  on  the  part  of  the  Valley 
Company; 

And  whereas  by  an  Instrument  in  writing  dated  the  20th  day  of 
May,  1915  (hereinafter  called  the  ''Great  Northern  guarantee") 
appended  to  the  1914  Agreement,  the  Great  Northern  guaranteed  to 
the  Valley  Company  the  performance  by  the  Vancouver  Company  of 
the  1914  Agreement  and  of  each  and  every  of  the  conditions,  covenants 
and  agreements  therein  contained  on  the  part  of  the  Vancouver  Com- 
pany; 

And  whereas  by  a  certain  Indenture  or  Lease  (hereinafter  called 
the  ''said  Lease")  made  the  First  day  of  February,  1944,  the  Vancouver 
Company  demised  and  leased  its  entire  railway,  including  the  said 
Railway,  to  the  Great  Northern  for  a  period  of  ninety-nine  years  (99) 
commencing  on  the  first  day  of  the  second  calendar  month  following 
the  date  of  the  passage  of  an  Act  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada  con- 
firming and  ratifying  the  said  Lease  among  other  things,  but  subject 
to  all  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  the  Vancouver  Company  under 
agreements  for  exclusive  or  joint  use  thereof,  including  the  right 
granted  to  the  Valley  Company  under  the  1914  Agreement;  and  the 
said  Lease  was  duly  approved  by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
assented  to  on  the  1st  day  of  June,  1944,  and  became  effective  for  a 
period  of  ninety-nine  years  (99)  from  the  First  day  of  August,  1944; 

And  whereas  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  61  Victoria, 
Chapter  89,  enacts  that  the  Vancouver  Company  may  lease  or  sell 
its  works,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  the  Canadian  Company,  on  such 
terms  and  conditions,  and  for  such  period  as  is  agreed  upon  between 
the  directors  of  the  said  Companies:  Provided  that  the  lease  or  sale 
be  sanctioned  by  the  consent  in  writing  of  every  shareholder  of  the 
Vancouver  Company,  and  by  the  Governor  in  Council;  or  failing 
such  consent  of  every  shareholder,  then  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of 
the  shareholders  present  or  represented  by  proxy  at  a  Special  General 
Meeting  duly  called  for  the  purpose,  and  by  the  approval  of  the 
Governor  in  Council,  after  notice  of  the  proposed  application  therefor 
has  been  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished at  Vancouver  in  British  Columbia  for  at  least  4  weeks  previous 
to  the  hearing  of  such  application; 

And  whereas  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  8  George  VI, 
Chapter  55,  enacts  that  the  Great  Northern  in  respect  of  the  operation, 
construction,  improvement,  maintenance  and  control  of  the  Railway 
and  undertakings  of  the  Vancouver  Company,  and  generally  in  respect 
of  anything  which  it  may  desire  to  do  as  Lessee  or  owner  of  the  said 
railway  and  undertakings,  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  rights,  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  obligations  and  be  entitled  to  all  the  immunities 
provided  in  any  and  all  the  Acts  respecting  the  Vancouver  Company 
and  in  the  Railway  Act; 

And  whereas  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  54-55  Victoria, 
Chapter  70,  enacts  that  the  Canadian  Company  may  acquire  by 
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purchase  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  railway  and  its  appurtenances 
of  any  other  Company  in  Canada,  which  has  been  empowered  by  the 
ParHament  of  Canada  to  sell  the  same  to  the  Canadian  Company, 
and  for  such  price  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  are,  from 
time  to  time,  agreed  upon  by  the  Boards  of  Directors  of  the  respective 
Companies;  and  that  any  conveyance  made  in  pursuance  of  the  said 
Act  shall  be  as  vaUd  and  effectual  as  if  it  had  been  set  out  and  specially 
authorized  and  confirmed  thereby;  subject  to  the  approval  of  two-thirds 
of  the  votes  of  the  shareholders  of  the  Canadian  Company  present  or 
represented  at  an  Annual  General  Meeting  or  a  Special  General 
Meeting  duly  called  for  the  purpose; 

And  whereas  the  Boards  of  Directors  of  the  Vancouver  Company, 
the  Great  Northern  and  the  Canadian  Company  have  agreed  that 
the  Vancouver  Company  and  the  Great  Northern  shall  sell  and  that 
the  Canadian  Company  shall  acquire  by  purchase  the  said  Railway, 
and  the  Vancouver  Company  and  the  Valley  Company  each  desires 
to  procure  a  release  and  discharge  of  the  obligations  assumed  by  it 
under  the  1914  Agreement,  the  Great  Northern  desires  to  procure 
a  release  and  discharge  of  the  obligations  assumed  by  the  Vancouver 
Company  under  the  1914  Agreement  and  thereafter  in  and  by  the  said 
Lease  assumed  by  the  Great  Northern,  and  the  Great  Northern  and 
the  Canadian  Company  each  desires  to  procure  a  release  and  discharge 
of  its  guarantee  appended  to  the  1914  Agreement; 

WITNESSETH  that,  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  of  the 
covenants  of  the  Canadian  Company  hereinafter  contained,  the 
Vancouver  Company  and  the  Great  Northern  jointly  and  severally 
covenant  and  agree  that,  on  or  before  the  First  day  of  August,  1945, 
they  will  sell  the  said  railway  to  the  Canadian  Company  by  good  and 
sufficient  conveyances  conveying  a  good  marketable  title,  free  and 
clear  of  all  encumbrances,  to  the  said  Railway  the  center  line  of  the 
right  of  way  of  which  is  approximately  indicated  in  red  on  the  blue- 
print plan  attached  hereto  (which  plan  is  hereby  declared  to  be  part 
of  this  Agreement)  together  with  all  branches,  extensions  and  sidings, 
and  all  telegraph  and  telephone  poles  and  lines,  and  all  structures, 
cables,  wires,  instruments  and  appurtenances  of  whatsoever  nature 
used  in  connection  therewith  or  for  the  operation  thereof,  and  also  all 
rights  of  way,  lands,  machinery,  fixtures,  stations,  shops,  buildings, 
structures,  additions,  betterments,  improvements,  appurtenances,  tene- 
ments and  hereditaments  of  whatever  kind  or  description  (operating 
and  non-operating)  and  wherever  situate  along  said  Railway,  also 
all  rights  and  privileges  heretofore  granted  to  the  Vancouver  Company 
by  others  in  respect  of  said  Railway  (all  being  hereinafter  included 
in  the  expression  ''the  said  Railway");  and  further  that  they  will 
jointly  and  severally  release  and  discharge  the  Valley  Company  of 
all  of  the  obligations  assumed  by  or  imposed  upon  it  by  the  terms  of  the 
1914  Agreement,  and  will  jointly  and  severally  release  and  discharge 
the  Canadian  Company  and  the  Valley  Company  from  all  claims, 
demands  and  actions  competent  to  them  or  either  of  them  under  the 
1914  Agreement,  and  will  jointly  and  severally  release  and  discharge 
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the  Canadian  Company  of  all  of  the  obligations  assumed  by  or  imposed 
upon  it  by  the  Canadian  Company  guarantee,  such  releases  and  dis- 
charges to  be  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Canadian  Company  and  to 
the  Valley  Company. 

And  in  consideration  of  the  foregoing  agreements  by  the  Vancouver 
Company  and  the  Great  Northern,  the  Canadian  Company  hereby 
agrees  to  acquire  by  purchase  the  said  Railway  as  above  described 
and,  upon  receipt  of  satisfactory  releases  and  discharges  and  com- 
pletion and  acceptance  of  title  to  the  said  Railway  as  above  described, 
to  pay  to  the  Great  Northern  the  sum  of  $1,500,000.00  in  Canadian 
funds. 

And  in  further  consideration  of  the  foregoing  agreements,  the  Cana- 
dian Company  and  the  Valley  Company  jointly  and  severally  covenant 
and  agree  that  they  will  jointly  and  severally  release  and  discharge 
the  Vancouver  Company  and  the  Great  Northern  of  all  of  the  obligations 
assumed  by  or  imposed  upon  the  Vancouver  Company  by  the  terms 
of  the  1914  Agreement,  and  thereafter  in  and  by  the  said  Lease  assumed 
by  the  Great  Northern,  and  will  jointly  and  severally  release  and  dis- 
charge the  Vancouver  Company  and  the  Great  Northern  from  all 
claims,  demands  and  actions  competent  to  them  or  either  of  them 
under  the  1914  Agreement,  and  will  jointly  and  severally  release  and 
discharge  the  Great  Northern  of  all  of  the  obligations  assumed  by 
or  imposed  upon  it  by  the  Great  Northern  guarantee,  such  releases 
and  discharges  to  be  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Vancouver  Company 
and  to  the  Great  Northern. 

These  releases,  discharges  and  surrenders  shall  become  effective 
as  and  from  the  date  of  delivery  of  the  conveyance  above  mentioned; 
provided  however  that  if  this  Agreement  shall  have  received  the 
sanction,  on  or  before  May  fifteenth,  1945,  of  the  shareholders  of  the 
Great  Northern,  the  Vancouver  Company  and  the  Canadian  Company, 
as  hereinafter  provided  for,  the  Canadian  Company  and  the  Valley 
Company  shall  be  discharged  and  released  from  all  obligations  which 
would  otherwise  accrue  after  May  Fifteenth,  1945,  under  the  1914 
Agreement  or  the  Canadian  Company  guarantee,  for  the  payment 
of  monies  to  the  Vancouver  Company  or  the  Great  Northern;  and 
provided  further  that  if  the  purchase  and  sale  provided  for  in  this 
Agreement  shall  not  have  been  consummated  on  or  before  August 
First,  1945,  or  within  such  further  period  as  the  parties  hereto  may 
mutually  agree  upon,  the  obligations  referred  to  in  the  preceding  proviso 
shall  be  reinstated,  and  all  monies,  the  obligation  for  the  payment 
of  which  would  otherwise  have  accrued  after  May  Fifteenth,  1945,  under 
the  1914  Agreement  or  the  Canadian  Company  guarantee,  shall  be 
paid  forthwith. 

The  Vancouver  Company  and  the  Great  Northern  jointly  and 
severally  covenant  and  agree  with  the  Canadian  Company  that  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  this  Agreement  they  will  from  time  to  time 
make,  execute  and  deliver  or  cause  to  be  made,  executed  and  delivered 
to  the  Canadian  Company  all  such  transfers,  deeds,  conveyances, 
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instruments  and  writings  as  may  be  required  by  the  Canadian  Company 
for  the  purpose  of  conveying,  assigning  and  assuring  unto  the  Canadian 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  the  said  Railway  as  above  de- 
scribed ; 

The  Vancouver  Company  represents  that  its  investment  in  the  said 
Railway  as  above  described  is  approximately  Two  million  four  hundred 
and  forty-three  thousand  dollars  ($2,443,000.00),  in  Canadian  funds, 
and  that  by  the  sale  of  the  said  Railway  to  the  Canadian  Company  as 
above  agreed  upon,  there  will  be  incurred  a  loss  of  approximately 
Nine-hundred  and  forty-three  thousand  dollars  ($943,000.00).  The 
Great  Northern  agrees  that  it  will  claim  said  loss  as  an  offset  to  its 
taxable  income  for  the  year  in  which  said  sale  is  made,  and  will  prose- 
cute such  claim  to  final  adjudication.  In  the  event  that  the  Great 
Northern  shall  be  unable  to  offset  its  loss  (whatever  be  the  amount  of 
such  loss  so  incurred  by  it)  against  its  taxable  income  for  the  year 
in  which  said  sale  is  made  and  against  which  its  United  States  income 
taxes  shall  be  assessed  for  such  year,  the  Canadian  Company  agrees 
that  it  will  pay  to  the  Great  Northern,  in  further  consideration  of  the 
foregoing  agreements,  the  further  sum  of  Four  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($400,000.00)  in  Canadian  funds. 

It  is  hereby  mutually  agreed  between  all  the  parties  hereto  that 
they  shall  join  in  procuring  all  necessary  assents,  sanctions  and  approvals 
of  this  Agreement  and  of  the  sale  of  the  said  Railway  as  above  agreed 
upon,  and  in  obtaining  the  requisite  legislation,  if  any  be  needed,  to 
ratify  and  confirm  the  same  and  all  the  terms  thereof  and  to  enable  each 
of  the  parties  hereto  to  do  whatever  may  be  necessary  to  give  full 
effect  to  the  substance  and  intention  of  this  Agreement. 

This  Agreement  shall  be  subject  to  sanction  by  two-thirds  of  the 
votes  of  the  shareholders  of  the  Great  Northern  and  of  the  Vancouver 
Company  present  or  represented  by  proxy  at  Special  General  Meetings 
duly  called  for  the  purpose,  and  to  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the 
votes  of  the  shareholders  of  the  Canadian  Company  present  or  repre- 
sented at  an  Annual  General  Meeting  or  at  a  Special  General  Meeting 
duly  called  for  the  purpose,  and  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  to  the  Governor  in  Council 
for  the  approval  and  sanction  thereof  and  to  such  approval  and  sanction. 

This  Agreement  shall  enure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding  upon 
each  of  the  parties  thereto  and  their  respective  successors  and  assigns. 
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In  witness  whereof  the  Vancouver  Company,  the  Great  Northern, 
the  Canadian  Company  and  the  Valley  Company  have  caused  these 
presents  to  be  sealed  with  their  corporate  seals,  attested  by  the  hands  of 
their  respective  proper  officers.

An  Act  to  incorporate  Canada  Health  and  Accident 
Assurance  Corporation. 

[Assented  to  18th  December,  1945.] 

WHEREAS  the  persons  hereinafter  named  have  by  their  Preamble, 
petition  prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said 
petition:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada, 
enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  Roy  K.  Bulks,  manufacturer;  Arthur  J.  Diesbourg,  incorpora- 
manufacturer;  and  Earl  Putnam,  insurance  agent;  all  of

An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  Acts  relating  to 
Alliance  Nationale. 

[Assented  to  18th  December y  19^5.] 

WHEREAS  the  AlHance  Nationale,  a  fraternal  benefit  ^^^^^"bie. 
society  incorporated  by  chapter  sixty-nine  of  the  J^i^,  c.  69^ 
statutes  of  1917,  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  i929;c.*9i  ' 
one  of  the  statutes  of  1924,  and  by  chapter  ninety-one  of 
the  statutes  of  1929,  has  by  its  petition  prayed  that  the 
said  Acts  be  consoUdated  and  amended  so  as  to  withdraw 
from  it  the  attributes  of  a  fraternal  benefit  society  and 
grant  to  it  the  rights  and  powers  of  a  mutual  life  insurance 
compan}^  the  said  prayer  having  been  made  pursuant  to 
a  resolution  adopted  by  the  General  Council  of  the  said 
Society  regularly  called  in  extraordinary  session  on  the 
eighteenth  day  of  January,  1945;  and  it  is  expedient  to 
grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition:  Therefore  His  Ma- 
jesty, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Conmions  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Alhance  Nationale  Short  title. 
ConsoUdated  Act,  1945. 

2.  Chapter  sixty-nine  of  the  statutes  of  1917,  chapter  Repeal, 
one  hundred  and  one  of  the  statutes  of  1924,  and  chapter 
ninety-one  of  the  statutes  of  1929  are  repealed  and  their 
provisions  are  replaced  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

3.  The  said  repeal  shall  not  in  any  way  affect  the  corpo-  Corporate 
rate  existence  of  the  Alliance  Nationale,  hereinafter  called  p^eservSi. 
"the  Company",  and  the  Company  shall  continue  to  be 

the  same  corporation  under  the  same  name  as  that  consti- 
tuted by  the  said  chapter  sixty-nine  of  the  statutes  of  1917 
and  to  be  composed  of  the  existing  members  of  the  Com- 
pany whose  rights  and  Uabilities,  except  as  modified  by 
this  Act,  shall  not  be  affected  by  the  said  repeal,  and  here- 
after, of  those  who  from  time  to  time  are  members  of  the 
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Company,  and  to  be  the  owner  of  and  entitled  to  the  prop- 
erty and  assets  of  the  Company  and  subject  to  the  under- 
takings and  Habilities  of  the  Company. 

Powers.  4.  The  Company  is  hereby  vested  with  all  the  rights  and 

powers  of  a  mutual  Hfe  insurance  company,  and  divested 
of  the  rights  and  powers  of  a  fraternal  benefit  society  except 
to  the  extent  to  which  they  are  included  in  the  rights  and 
powers  of  a  mutual  life  insurance  company.

All  Act  to  incorporate  The  Arctic  Institute  of  North 

America. 

[Assented  to  18th  December,  1945.] 

WHEREAS  Dr.  Charles  Camsell,  Deputy  Minister  of 
Mines  and  Resources ;  Walter  Stowell  Rogers,  Director, 
Institute  of  Current  World  Affairs;  George  Raleigh  Parkin, 
businessman;  and  Dr.  John  Johnston  O'Neill  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Geological  Sciences,  McGill  University,  have  by 
their  petition  on  behalf  of  the  unincorporated  association 
known  as  the  ^  ^Arctic  Institute  of  North  America"  prayed 
that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth  and  it  is  expedient 
to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition:  Therefore  His 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  the  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: 

1.  The  said  Charles  Camsell,  Walter  Stowell  Rogers,  incorporation. 

George  Raleigh  Parkin  and  John  Johnston  O'Neill,  and  all 
other  members  of  the  association  mentioned  in  the  preamble, 
hereinafter  called  ^'the  unincorporated  Institute'',  to- 
gether with  such  persons  as  may  hereafter  from  time  to 
time  become  members  of  the  corporation  hereby  incor-  Corporate 
porated,  are  incorporated  under  the  name  of  "The  Arctic 
Institute  of  North  America",  hereinafter  called  "the 
Institute".

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(c)  to  make  such  records  and  material  available  for 
pure  and  applied  scientific  use  by  properly  qualified 
individuals  and  organizations,  including  governmental 
agencies; 

(d)  to  arrange  for  or  to  assist  in  the  pubHcation  of 
reports,  maps,  charts  and  other  documentary  material 
relating  to  the  arctic  regions; 

(e)  to  estabhsh  and  maintain  close  contact  with  other 
Arctic  Institutes  and  organizations  engaged  in  similar 
or  related  fields  of  study.

4,  The  Institute  may  by  rules  or  by-laws  which  it  may

(e)  do  all  such  other  lawful  acts  and  things  as  are  General,

WHEREAS  the  persons  hereinafter  named,  on  behalf  Preamble, 
of  the  unincorporated  association  known  as  ''The 
Canadian  Jewellers  Institute",  have  by  their  petition 
prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition:  There- 
fore His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

1.  Matthew  T.  Elhs,  vice-president,  Robert  E.  Day,  incorporation, 
president,  Joseph  S.  Bliss,  managing  director,  all  of  the 

city  of  Toronto,  in  the  province  of  Ontario;  Harvey  Brown, 
president,  of  the  city  of  Truro,  in  the  province  of  Nova 
Scotia;  Benjamin  M.  Chapman,  merchant,  Berger  E. 
Ekblad,  manufacturer,  both  of  the  city  of  Toronto,  in  the 
province  of  Ontario;  Walter  Eilers,  merchant,  of  the  city 
of  Regina,  in  the  province  of  Saskatchewan;  David  E. 
Hutchinson,  merchant,  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  in  the 
province  of  Manitoba;  Adam  Purves,  secretary-treasurer, 
of  the  city  of  Hamilton,  in  the  province  of  Ontario;  Stanley 
S.  Stilwell,  managing  director,  of  the  city  of  Toronto,  in 
the  province  of  Ontario;  J.  Delbert  VaUiere,  merchant,  of 
the  city  of  Montreal,  in  the  province  of  Quebec;  George  A.

2.  The  objects  and  powers  of  the  Institute  shall  be  Objects  and

facilities  for  the  teaching  of  any  or  all  crafts  or  trades  allied 
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to  the  jewellery  industry,  and  to  make  such  programme 
available  to  discharged  personnel  of  the  Canadian  Armed 
Forces  and  to  work  towards  the  elevation  of  trade  ethics 
within  the  industry  throughout  Canada,  and  for  such 
purposes, —

3.  The  affairs  and  business  of  the  Institute  shall  be 
managed  by  a  Board  of  Governors,  consisting  of  twelve 
members,  to  be  constituted  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
directed  by  by-law,  and  the  persons  named  in  section  one 
of  this  Act  shall  constitute  the  first  Board  of  Governors. 


Officers.  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  elect  from  its  members

WHEREAS  the  persons  hereinafter  named  have  by  their  Preamble, 
petition  prayed  that  they  may  be  incorporated  as  a 
fraternal  benefit  society  under  the  name  of  Canadian 
Slovak  Benefit  Society,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant 
the  prayer  of  the  said  petition:  Therefore  His  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1 .  Andrew  Yanosko,  aluminum  worker,  of  the  townsite  of  incorpora- 
Kenogi,  in  the  province  of  Quebec;  John  Lipovsky,  metal 
worker,  of  the  town  of  Port  Colborne,  Gustav  Surovsky, 
miner,  of  the  townsite  of  Kirkland  Lake,  Michael  Martan, 
miner,  Andrew  Repjar,  miner,  and  Paul  Kriak,  business 

man,  all  of  the  town  of  Timmins,  Stephen  Zold,  blacksmith 
of  the  city  of  Windsor,  John  Bumbera,  miner,  of  the  city

(h )  to  propagate  and  develop  among  the  members  of  the 
Society  a  spirit  of  mutual  co-operation,  assistance  and 
friendship; 

(c)  to  promote  instruction  and  education  among  the 
members  of  the  Society  in  the  history,  constitution 
and  government  of  Canada; 

(d)  to  promote  and  cultivate  among  the  members  of  the 
Society  sports,  hygienic,  cultural  and  dramatic  activi- 
ties, as  a  means  of  better  understanding  and  relation- 
ship among  the  members  and  the  Canadian  people 
generally,  and  such  activities  may  be  conducted  along 
lines  to  combine  their  native  and  Canadian  hterature, 
music,  arts,  traditions,  customs  and  amusements; 

(e)  to  establish  and  maintain  homes  for  old,  poor  and 
infirm  persons  and  to  estabhsh  orphanages  and  other- 
wise take  care  of  and  maintain  the  orphans  of  deceased 
members. 

(2)  The  Society  may  establish,  maintain  and  administer : — 

(a)  a  mortuary  insurance  fund  for  providing  death, 
endowment  and  other  benefits  within  the  powers  in 
that  behalf  conferred  on  fraternal  benefit  societies 
under  The  Canadian  and  British  Insurance  Companies 
Act,  1932; 

(b)  8i  personal  accident  and  sickness  insurance  fund  for 
providing  benefits  in  the  event  of  the  death  of,  or 
injury  to,  a  member  by  accident,  and  for  providing 
indemnity  during  the  incapacity  of  a  member  arising 
out  of  accident  or  sickness; 

(c)  a  juvenile  insurance  fund  for  providing  death  or 
endowment  benefits  in  respect  of  any  child,  or  any 
child  under  the  guardianship,  of  any  member. 

(3)  The  Society  may  secure  for  its  members  such  other 
advantages  and  establish,  maintain  and  administer  such 
other  fund  or  funds,  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  Society  and  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  attainment  of 
the  foregoing  objects  and,  generally,  to  act  as  a  fraternal, 
charitable  and  benevolent  society. 

Members.  5.  Only  persons  acceptable  to  the  Society,  or  the  wife 
or  husband  or  any  child  of  a  person  already  a  member 
shall  be  admitted  as  members  of  the  Society:  Provided  that 
all  persons,  who  are  members  in  good  standing  of  the 
provincial  society  hereinafter  referred  to  at  the  date  on  which 
an  agreement  such  as  provided  for  in  section  fifteen  hereof 
becomes  effective,  shall  be  eligible  to  be  admitted  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Society.

with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Conmions  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows :

Ernest  J.  Thornber,  sales  superintendent,  Arthur  E.  Bailey,

P.  Lawrence  Siemens,  secretary,  all  of  the  city  of  Winnipeg, 
in  the  province  of  Manitoba,  together  with  such  persons  as

[Assented  to  18th  December,  19 45.] 

WHEREAS  Herbert  James  Symington,  Companion  of  the  Preamble. 
Most  Distinguished  Order  of  St.  Michael  and  St. 
George,  and  one  of  His  Majesty's  Counsel,  of  the  city  of 
Montreal,  in  the  province  of  Quebec,  president  of  the 
unincorporated  Association  known  as  ^'International  Air 
Transport  Association' \  hereinafter  called  the  "unincorpor- 
ated Association",  John  Cobb  Cooper,  executive,  and  John 
Elliot  Slater,  executive,  both  of  the  city  of  New  York,  in 
the  state  of  New  York,  one  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  unincorporated 
Association,  and  Hugh  Emmett  O'Donnell,  of  the  city  of 
Montreal,  one  of  His  Majesty's  Counsel  and  Attorney-at- 
law  of  the  unincorporated  Association,  have,  by  their  petition 
on  behalf  of  the  unincorporated  Association,  prayed  that  it 
be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to

(h )  establish  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association 
with  executive  powers,  determine  the  method  of  elec-

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office  of  such  Executive  Committee  and  fix  the  num- 
ber, powers,  duties,  quorum,  terms  and  conditions  of 
office  of  the  officers  and  committees  of  the  Association;

interest  therein,  and  to  alienate,  sell,  exchange,  manage, 
develop,  lease,  hypothecate,  mortgage,  change,  pledge 
or  otherwise  deal  therewith  in  such  manner  as  the 
Association  may  determine; 

(c)  io  borrow  money  for  the  purposes  of  the  Association; 

(d)  io  draw,  make,  accept,  endorse,  discount,  execute  and 
issue  promissory  notes,  bills  of  exchange  and  other 
negotiable  or  transferable  instruments; 

(e)  io  invest  and  deal  with  the  monies  of  the  Association 
not  immediately  required  in  such  manner  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  determined ; 

(J )  to  carry  out  all  or  any  of  the  objects  of  the  Association 
and  do  all  or  any  of  the  above  things  as  principal, 
agent,  contractor  or  otherwise,  and  either  alone  or  in 
conjunction  with  others;

[Assented  to  18th  December,  1945.] 

WHEREAS  the  persons  hereinafter  named  have  by  their  Preamble, 
petition  prayed  that  the  Canadian  Conference  of 
the  ]\Iennonite  Brethren  Church  of  North  America  be 
incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  administering  in  Canada 
such  of  the  property,  business  and  other  temporal  affairs 
of  the  said  Canadian  Conference  of  the  Mennonite  Brethren 
Church  of  North  America  as  may  be  entrusted  by  the  said 
Canadian  Conference  to  the  corporation  hereby  incorporated, 
and  for  the  other  purposes  and  objects  hereinafter  set 
out,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said 
petition:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of 
Canada,  enacts  as  follows: —

Objects.  3.  The  objects  of  the  Corporation  shall  be: —

doctrinal  laws,  constitution,  acts  and  rulings  of  the 
Mennonite  Brethren  Church  of  North  America,  any  or 
all  of  the  work  of  that  body; 

(b)  to  organize,  maintain  and  carry  on,  in  any  and  all 
parts  of  Canada,  charities  and  missions,  and  to  erect, 
maintain  and  conduct  therein  churches,  schools, 
colleges,  orphanages,  hospitals  and  homes  for  the 
aged; 

(c)  to  advance  in  other  lawful  ways  education,  religion, 
charity  and  benevolence; 

(d)  to  administer  in  Canada  the  property,  business  and 
other  temporal  affairs  of  the  Corporation;  and 

(e)  to  organize  and  carry  on,  in  any  and  all  parts  of 
Canada,  in  furtherance  of  the  lawful  objects  of  the 
Corporation,  and  not  otherwise,  the  business  of  printing 
and  publishing. 


Management.  4.  (1)  The  affairs  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  directors  to  be  known  as  the  Official  Board 
consisting  of  not  less  than  eleven  and  not  more  than  fifteen 
members,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Canadian 
Conference  at  its  annual  meeting  in  each  year,  and  who 
shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  said  Canadian 
Conference. 

(2)  The  first  Official  Board  of  the  Corporation  shall  con- 
sist of  the  persons  now  in  office  as  the  Official  Board  of  the 
said  Canadian  Conference,  and  shall  hold  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  said  Canadian  Conference. 

(3)  All  vacancies  occurring  by  death,  removal,  resignation 
or  otherwise  shall  be  filled  by  the  said  Canadian  Conference.

ment may  take,  receive  and  accept  mortgages  or  assign- 
ments thereof,  whether  made  and  executed  directly  to  the 
Corporation  or  to  any  corporation,  body,  company  or 
person  in  trust  for  it;  and  may  sell,  grant,  assign  and  transfer 
such  mortgages  or  assignments  either  wholly  or  partly. 

Power  to         1©.  The  Corporation  may  also  invest  and  reinvest  any 
of  its  funds  and  moneys, — 

(a)  m  any  bonds  or  debentures  of  any  municipaUty  or 
public  school  corporation  or  district  in  Canada,  in 
bonds,  stock  and  debentures  or  other  securities  of 
Canada  or  of  any  province  thereof  or  in  any  security 
the  payment  of  which  is  guaranteed  by  Canada  or 
any  province  thereof;  or 
(h  )  in  first  mortgages  or  freehold  property  in  Canada  and 
for  the  purposes  of  the  same  may  take  mortgages 
or  assignments  thereof  whether  such  mortgages  or 
assignments  be  made  directly  to  the  Corporation  in 
its  own  corporate  name  or  to  some  company  or  person 
in  trust  for  it,  and  may  sell  and  assign  the  same ;  or 
(c)  in  any  securities  in  which  life  insurance  companies 
are  authorized  by  Parhament  to  invest  funds.

Any  deed  or  other  instrument  relating  to  real 
property  or  any  interest  therein  shall  be  deemed  to  be  duly 
executed  if  there  be  affixed  thereto  the  seal  of  the  Corpora- 
tion and  the  signature  of  any  officer  of  the  Corporation  duly 
authorized  for  such  purpose  or  his  lawful  attorney. 

17.  The  Corporation  may  exercise  its  functions  through- 
out Canada  or  elsewhere,  and  meetings  of  the  Official  Board 
of  the  Corporation  and  of  any  committees  of  the  Official 
Board  may  be  held  at  any  place  within  Canada  other  than 
the  head  office  of  the  Corporation.

Right  to  The  said  Ellen  Therese  Cramer  may  at  any  time 

marry  again,  j^^^ereaftcr  marry  any  man  whom  she  might  lawfully  marry 

if  the  said  marriage  with  the  said  Frank  Sidney  Watson 

had  not  been  solemnized.

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An  Act  for  the  relief  of  Frances  Gladys  Ruth  Leveille 

Williams.

WHEREAS  Frances  Gladys  Ruth  Leveille  WilHams,  Preamble, 
residing  at  the  city  of  Montreal,  in  the  province  of 
Quebec,  secretary-stenographer,  wife  of  Karl  Ulrich  Williams 
electrical  engineer,  who  is  domiciled  in  Canada  and  residing 
at  the  town  of  Rapide  Blanc,  in  the  said  province  of  Quebec, 
has  by  her  petition  alleged  that  they  were  married  on  the 
fourteenth  day  of  February,  A.D.  1934,  at  the  city  of  Ottawa, 
in  the  province  of  Ontario,  she  then  being  Frances  Gladys 
Ruth  Leveille,  a  spinster;  and  whereas  by  her  petition  she  has 
prayed  that,  because  of  his  adultery  since  then,  their  mar- 
riage be  dissolved;  and  whereas  the  said  marriage  and 
adultery  have  been  proved  by  evidence  adduced  and  it  is 
expedient  that  the  prayer  of  her  petition  be  granted:
